BRITISH CRUISER 
SUPPORTS DEMAND 
FOR COMPENSATION 


Port Au Prince, Hayt!, May 7—The 
National bank last night advanced to 
the Haytlan government $64,000, the 
amount of the indemnity claimed by 
Mr, Peters, a British subjevt, whose 
sawmill was destroyed by firs. during 
the Le Conte revolution, The payment 
was demanded yesterday in an ultl- 
matum from the British diplomatic 
representative.

PROPOSAL TO BE LAID 
MINISTER OF JUSTICE 


City Would Pay for New Peni- 
tentlary Site and Lease 
Old One, 


At a special council committee meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, called for the 
purpose of arranging matters to get In 
touch with the dominion government 
in regard to the removal of the penl- 
tentiary outside the city limits and the 
purchasing or leasing of the peniten- 
tlary grounds for athletic purposes, 
confidence was expressed that the city 
would be able to come to some satis- 
factory agreement with the govern- 
ment. 

The proposal that will be laid before 
the minister of Justice permits his 
representatives to choose the new site 
for the penitentiary, for which the city 
will pay the cost, and in return the city 
is to be given a 99-year lease on the 
present property, with an option of a 
renewal. 

Prospects for the removal of the site 
are brighter now than at any Ume dur- 
ing the past five years, during which 
time negotiations have been under way, 
but without result. Alderman Smith 
who last year was sent to Ottawa in 
this connection is of the opinion that 
that wovernment is now anxious to 
move the penitentiary. It was suggest- 
ed to Alderman Smith when east last 
year that the city purchase the site 
but on a later visit it waa intimated 
that the city might secure a long lease 
on the property, and it Is along these 
lines that the committe issworking. If 
the transaction goes through, the pres- 
ent building will be used as a gym- 
nasium, art gallery and for library pur- 
poses. 

The recommendation of the com- 
mittee to the city council is worded 
aus follows: 

“That this council offer to the dom- 
{nion government and in exchange for 
the penitentiary site now located in 
the city upon the foHowing ternis, 

“(1) That the city agree to. pur- 
chase for the dominion government a 
new sit for a penitentiary at such place 
as the representatives of the depart- 
ment of justice may suggest and ap- 
prove. 

"(2) That the city will reimburse the 
dominion government for the cost of 
the bluildings now erected upon the 
present site within the city of Edmon- 
ton, 


“In retirn for this the government 
will lease absolutely to the city the 
present penitentiary site and build- 


ings thereon, the consideration for such 
least being the payments and actions 
recited in clauses (1) and (2) of this 
report. The said lease to be for the 
term of $9 years with the right to re-

Up to the preseut time Mackenzie and Mann, who own the 
Canadian Northern Railway but have put little or none of their own 
money into its consrtuction and operation, have received assistance 
from the people of Canada amounting to more than $214,000,000. 
The two railway magnates do not think this huge sum sufficient and 
Premier Borden agrees with them, so the Government has introduced 
legislation to give further assistance to Mackenzie and Mann by way 
of a bond guarantee of $45,000,000, and the Government’s pro- 
posals when submitted to causus before their introduction in the 
house and were endorsed by all save two of the Conservative mem- 
bers, Mr. R.“B. Bennett, of Calgary, and Mr. W. F. Nickle, of King- 
ston, who refused their approval on the ground that the legislation 
proposed by the Premicr and his colleagues is “in the interest of rail- 
way contractors and not in the intefest of the people.” ; 

The aid heretofore given to Mackenzie and Mann has been in 
the form of cash subsidies, bond guarantees and land grants. The 
subsidies and guarantees have totalled $177,658,848. The land 
grants have amounted to 6,102,848 cares. Valuing these lands at 
the low figure of $6 an acre the total of $214,000,000, in round num- 
bers, is reached. If the present Borden proposals are driven through 
parliament, as no doubt they will be despite Liberal opposition, Mac- 
kenzie and Mann will hvae been given public assistance in one form 
or another amounting to the stupendous total of practically $260,- 
000,000, 

Last year Premier Borden and his colleagues handed oyer to 
Mackenzie and Mann acash gift of $15,640,000, At that time, how- 
ever, the people of the country were led to believe that no further aid 
would be given the Canadian Northern. Services rendered by the rail- 
way knights in the 1911 election, however, make the call of Mac- 
kenzie and Mann imperative. The Dominion government, in con- 
sideration of putting up, either in cash, land or endorsation, almost 
all the capital, receives a junior partnership. Canada is allotted a 
cgmmon stock bonus of 40 per cent. of the total issue, and is allowed 
one member on the board. Mackenzie and Mann, presumably in 
consideration of having been so considerate as to accept the gratuities 
from the public purse, retain 60 per cent. of the common stock and 
name all the other members on the board. 

This is the essence of the deal.which the conservative press is 
assiduously attempting to make the people of Canada believe is a 


CIVIC EMPLOYMENT OFFICE. 

Notice of motion has been given in the city council of the in- 
tention to provide for the establishment of a civic employment bureau. 
It is well that it is so, and regrettable that such provision was not 
made long ago. The city of Edmonton, as the largest employer in 
the city, has been the most careless. With a payroll which, in all 
capacities, sometimes totals more than 1,500, the city has been not 
only negligent of the first claim of residents and family men to em- 
ployment, but has been absolutely ignorant of whether they who were 
given employment were merely transients, to whom employment in 
this city meant only convenience, or were Edmontonians with homes 
and families, men to whom the failure to secure employment in the 
city meant either the removal of the whole family from the city or 
the separation of the wage-earner from the family by driving him out 
of town to seek employment. : 

The only attempt which has been made by the city of Edmonton 
heretofore to bring the workingman into touch with the job has been 
through the relief officer. The insult to the mechanic, clerk or artizan 
of oftering him work upon the basis of charity has apparently never 
occurred to the city hall. Nevertheless the insult is poignant and 
Keenly felt and few will be found who, knowing their capacity to ren- 
der Competent service, would sacrifice their self-respect to the extent 
of pettiioning for the employment offered to mendicancy. Much 
rather move to another field. 

As a matter of good business, the job which would be made 
the basis for the establishment of a home should be used with that end 
in view. The family adds patronage to the water, light street railway 
and telephone, brings custom to the merchant and business to the 
builder, And the family man is seldom found among those who par- 
ade with the unemployed, although the effects of being unemployed 
may be more tragic than for those who walk, 

A civic labor bureau, handled with an intelligent interest in the 
welfare of the city and its employees, could be made to lighten the 
load for many who, as the arrangement now stands, find themselves 
receiving no consideration on the account of being permanent resid- 
ents of the city.

Anniversary of Historic 
Old Flagship of Nelson. 

H. M. 8S. Victory 110, the historic 
English man-of-war which was Nel- 
son's flagship in the memorable battle 
of Trafalgar, is perhaps the oldest sea- 
| worthy vessel in existence. It has been 
| kept in a fine state of preservation at 
| Portsmouth, and today, as every year 
on the anniversary of its launching, it 
| will be dressed with flags. The Victory 
| was launched at Chatham dockyard on 
| May 7, 1765, and will be a century and 
a half old one year from today. Nelson 
served under Jervis _on the Victory 
when that gallant ship lived up to its 
name In the battle off Cape St. Vincent 
in 1797, On that occasion Sir John 
Jervis, in command of 15 sail, defeated 
the Spanish fleet of 27 ships of the 
line. For this victory Sir John was 
raised to the peerage as Earl St. Vin- 
cent, and Nelson, his able Meutenant in 
the conflict off the Portuguese coast, 
was knighted and made a rear-admir- 
al. It was from the deck of the Vic- 
tory that Nelson directed the formation 
of the English fleet's battle line off Cape 
Trafalgar, Spain, in 1805, when he waa 
opposed by the combined fleets of 
France and Spain. It was from the 
Victory that he sent his last signal, 
“England expects every man will do 
his duty.” It was to the deck of the 
Victory that he fell mortally wounded, 
and it was the Victory that carried the 
dead body of the hero to Portsmouth. 
The old ship is still seaworthy and in 
excellent condition, although it could 
hardly survive a single shot fired from 
the great guns of a super-dreadnought 
of today. England has preserved sev- 
eral other ancient men-o'-war which 
are now more than a century old, in- 
cluding H. M, S. Implacable, which was 
built In France In 1801 and is now, 
fully rigged, serving as a training ship 
for boys at Falmouth. Another historic 
English ship ts the Caledonia, which 
was launched 110 years ago. ~ Perhaps 
the oldest of American fighting ships 
are the frigate Constitution and the 
U. 8. 8. Constellation, both built in 
1797, the former at Boston and the lat- 
ter at Baltimore, 

Another Important anniversary in 
7th of May is the birthday of Willam 
Bainbridge, the “Father of Naval In- 
nautical history attributed to” the 
struction in America,” who was born 
at Princeton, N. J., 140 years ago today, 
Bainbridge began his career as a sailor 
Oo na merchantman, became a mate at 
18, and in 1798 was appointed lieuten- 
ant commander in the infant navy of 
Uncle Sam. He served with great gal- 
lantry throughout the sceond war be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, and after that conflict began 
a propaganda for the establishment of 
an instituion for the tralning and edu- 
cation of naval officers. He established 
a schoo! at the old Boston navy yard. 
He died in 1833, and séven years later 
a govrenment Instituion based largely 
on his suggestions was opened in Phila- 
delphia, and in 1845 permanently locat- 
ed at Annapolis, Md, 

Another nautical anniversary of to- 
day goes back to 1792, when, on the 
seventh of May, Captain Robert Gray 
entered the Columbia river in the Am- 
erican ship Columbia, and named the 
great Northwestern stream after his 
vessel. It was Gray's discovery which 
formed the basis of the American title 
to what are now the states of Oregon 
and Washington. 

To many people the seventh of May 
is a_date which recalls memories of a 
terrible ocean disaster, the wreck of the 
Hamburg mail steamer Schiller on the 
rocks off the Scilly isles 39 years ago 
today. The disaster cost the lives of 
$81 people. Only 43 were saved, and 
of those only one was a woman. A 
dense fog was prevailing at the time, 
and the Schiller was cast on a reef and 
pounded to pieces, Twenty-five mem- 
bers of the crew escaped by swimming 
ashore, a distance of about a mile. 
Three days elapsed before the first 
authentic news of the disaster reached 
the world, One of the many Americans 
drowned was Joseph Schlitz, founder 
of the Milwaukee Brewing company,

Mason, Novelist and Playwrigtt, 
Once Actur, Begins 50th Year. 

Alfred Edward Woodley Mason 1s 
the full name of the English novelist 
and playwright who is known to a 
wide circle of admirers in both Great 
Britain) and America as A, E, W. 
Mason, He wag born at Everleigh, fn 
Dulwich, May 7, 1865, and will thus 
begin his fiftieth year today. At Ox- 
ford he was a leader jn arnateur thea- 
tricals, and decided upon a stage 
career, For several years he toured 
the “provinces” with minor companies, 
and eventually decided that his talents 
were not In that direction. He was 
thirty years old when he published his 
first * novel, “A Romance of Wast- 
dale.” Very few people manifested any 
enthusiasm over this work, but in 1896 
Mr. Mason scored a big success with 
“The Courtship of Morrice Butler.” 
This novel like many of his subse- 
quent books, was dramatized. Among 
his works most widely read on this 
side of the Atlantic are "The Witness 
for the Defense,” “Clementina,” “The 
Four Feathers," and “The Turnstile.” 
The latter book Is based on his obser- 
vations while a member of parliament, 
where he represented Coventry as a 
liberal from 1906 to 19109. The novelist 
has a London home and a country 
villa on the Isle of Wight, both places 
being bachelor quarters, since the 
author himself has never been involved 
in a romance which ended with wed- 
ding bells, He has traveled widely, 
and his principal recreation is climbing 
up mountains and climbing down 
again, 

Joseph Gurney Cannon, private citi- 
zen, of Danville, 111, was born im 
Gullford, N.C., seventy-eight years ugo 
today, The former speaker of Uncle 
Sam's house of representatives, who 
long occupied the seat where now 
champs the Democratic Clark, entered 
congress in 1878, and since then has 
seldom been absent from {ts halls, 
Not long ago he was reported as “su- 
premely confident that the next con- 
gress will be republican and that he 
will be a member of that body.” In a 
Lincoln's birthday address last Feb- 
ruary the former alleged “Czar of Con- 
gress” attributed the downfall of the 
Grand Old Party to Mr, Taft. 

“Mr, Teft,” he said, “is a great man, 
has one of the greatest minds in the 
country, but he was such a searched 
after harmony that he became our 
Kreatest creator of party discord. 
Why," added Uncle Joe, “if Taft had 
been chosen Pope of Rome he would 
have fired the college of cardinals and 
appointed Protestants, Greek church 
men and Turks in their place,” 


Since King Georre came to the 
throne it has frequently been said that 
the authority of British monarchy was 
vested in a trinity, consisting of the 
King, the Queen and Lord Rosebery. 
Recent events have tended to prove 
that, within his constitutional limits, 
George V. is quite able in a time of 
crisis to do his own kinging, but it Is 
certain that Lord Rosebery's views 
have always been given due weight 
by the king. The Earl of Rosebery, 
who !s also Viscount and Baron Rose- 
bery, Baron Primrose and Dalmeney, 
and Viscount of Inverkeithing, bears 
the family name of Primrose. The 
first of his titled ancestors won a 
baronetcy by remaining faithful to the 
cause of Charles I,, for which he was 
knighted in 1651. The earl added vast- 
ly to the family fortune by marrying 
a daughter of Baron Meyer Ge Roths- 
child, While secretary for foreign af- 
fairs in 1893 Lord Rosebery took a 
leading part in the memorable debate 
in the upper house on the second 
home rule bill, and one of the most 
eloquent speeches of his career wus 
delivered in defense of that measure. 
The earl has written a number of vol- 
umes, {ncluding biographical works 
dealing with Napoleon, Cromwell, Sir 
Robert Peel, Chatham and Pitt. 


Explorers Widow to Wed. 


London, May 7.—It is reported here 
that Sir James Barrie, the British play- 
wright, will marry soon Lady Scott, 
widow of Captain Robert F. Scott, the 
explorer who perished In the frozen 
wastes of the Antartic two years ago 
while at the head of an English expedi- 
tion sent out to discover the South 
Pole. Before her marriage to Captain 
Scott In 1908 Lady Scott was Miss 
Kathleen Bruce, daughter of the late 
Canon Lioyd Bruce. She has one son.

Pacific Railroads 


The first through transcontinental 
railroad, the lnion Pacific, was com- 
pleted forty-five years ago today, May 
7, 1869, atfording rat! connection be- 
tween the East and the rapidly grow- 
ing communities of the Pacific slope. 
The Union Pacific was the only trans- 
continental line unt!l 1883, when three 
rival lines entered into competition for 
the traffic and opened up much new 
country. In that year the Southern 
Pacific linked up its Mne from New 
Orleans to California, the Northern 
Pacific was completed from Minnesota 
to Washington and Puget Sound, and 
theAtchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, with 
its connections, formed a fourth roal 
of steel across the continent. In the 
meantime, the first attenipt to build 
a Canadian transcontinental line, inj- 
tlated in 1873, had ended in scandal 
and failure but the project was revived 
and in 1886 the Canadian Pacific sys- 
tem was completed and inavgurated a 
through service from Montreal to Van- 
couver. Subsequent transcontinental 
lines include the Canadian Northern, 
the Crand Trunk Pacific, the Chicago 
Milwaukee & Puget Sound, the Mis- 
sourl Pacific-Rio Grande-Western Pa- 
cific system, and the Great Northern.

COLONEL ROOSEVELT 
TELLS REGARDING HIS 
EXPLORING JOURNEY 


Para, Brazil, May 7.—Colonel Roose- 
velt, in an interyiew with the Asso- 
ciated Press, gave many interesting de- 
tails of his exploring trip through 
Brazil. He said: 

“The expedition has proved a signal 


It was undertaken originally 
for the American museum of neutral 
history.

Privy Council Declines Exer- 
cise Prerogative in Land 
Contract Purchase, 


APPEALS GRANTED

Lord Haldane Stat States Body Was 
Lax in Practice at 
One Time, 


Tondon May 7.—The lord chancellor 
made an interesting pronouncement 
before the privy council today regard- 
{ng Canadian appeals, The court was 
asked by Ogden Lawrence to grant 
leave to appeal in Carry versus Roots, 
mn Quebec case, in which the only 
point was the construction of a con- 
tract of land purchase. The lord 
chancellor, in refusing such leave, said 
that Canada had created her own su- 
preme Court as a final court of appeals. 
The prerogative of appeals being heard 
by the privy council was not, however, 
taken away, but the council did not 
remain an ordinary court of appeal. It 
was certain that the statute did not 
intend that there should be any going 
beyond the Canadian supreme court in 
u Case such as was involved in the 
present application, The prerogative 
of the council ought not, therefore, to 
be exercised. His lordship added that 
there was once a period when in this 
respect the practice of the privy coun- 
cil was more Jax than it should have 
been, 

An application: was made by R. C. 
Smith, K.C., on behalf of the Montreal 
‘Tramways company for leave to ap- 
peal against a decision of the king's 
bench of Quebec, which had upheld an 
order of the provincial legislature con- 
stituting a Quebec utilities commission 
and granting, later, the power to sum- 
mon witnesses, demand  docurnents, 
etc, The tramways company main- 
tained that such powers could only be 
granted by the dominion government. 
In granting leave to appeal Lord Hal- 
dane said that the attorney-general of 
the dominion would be allowed, if he 
chose, to Intervene in this appeal.

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OF THE C.N.R. DEAL. 

Up to the present time Mackenzie and Mann, who own the 
Canadian Northern Railway but have put little or none of their own 
money into its consrtuction and operation, have received assistance 
from the people of Canada amounting to more than $214,000,000. 
The two railway magnates do not think this huge sum sufficient and 
Premier Borden agrees with them, so the Goyernment has introduced 
legislation to give further assistance to Mackenzie and Mann by way 
of a bond guarantee of $45,000,000, and the Government’s pro- 
posals when submitted to causus before their introduction in the 
house and were endorsed by all save tao of the Conservative mem- 
bers, Mr. R. B, Bennett, of Calgary, and Mr. W. F. Nickle, of King- 
ston, who refused their approval on the ground that the legislation 
proposed by the Premier and his colleagues is “in the interest of rail- 
way contractors and not in the interest of the people.” 

The aid heretofore given to Mackenzie and Mann has been in 
the form of cash subsidies, bond guarantees and land grants. The 
Subsidies and guarantees have totalled $177,658,848, The land 
grants have amounted to 6,102,848 cares. Valuing these lands at 
the low figure of $6 an acre the total of $214,000,000, in round num- 
bers, is reached. If the present Borden proposals are driven through 
parliament, as no doubt they will be despite Liberal opposition, Mac- 
kenzie and Mann will hvae been given public assistance in one form 
or another amounting to the stupendous total of practically $260,- 
000,000, 

Last year Premier Borden and his colleagues hanced over to 
Mackenzie and Mann a cash gift of $15,640,000. At that time, how- 
ever, the people of the country were led to believe that no further aid 
would be given the Canadian Northern. Services rendered by the rail- 
way knights in the 1911 election, however, make the call of Mac- 
Kenzie and Mann imperative. The Dominion government, in con- 
sideration of putting up, either in cash, land or endorsation, almost 
all the capital, receives a junior partnership. Canada is allotted a 
common stock bonus of 40 per cent. of the total issue, and fs allowed 
one member on the board. Mackenzie and Mann, presumably in 
consideration of having been so considerate as to accept the gratuities 
from the public purse, retain 60 per cent. of the common stock and 
name all the other members en the board. 

This is the essence of the deal which the conservative press is 
assiduously attempting to make the people of Canada believe is a 
Piece of masterly statesmanship, 


CIVIC EMPLOYMENT OFFICE, 

Notice of motion has been given in the city council of the in- 
tention to provide for the establishment of a civic employment bureau. 
It is well that it is so, and regrettable that such provision was not 
made long ago, The city of Edmonton, as the largest employer in 
the city, has een the most careless. With a payroll which, in all 
capacities, sometimes totals more than 1,500, the city has been not 
only negligent of the first claim of residents and family men to em- 
ployment, but has been absolutely ignorant of whether they who were 
given employment were merely transients, to whom employment in 
this city meant only convenience, or were Edmontonians with homes 
and families, men to whom the failure to secure employment in the 
city meant either the removal of the whole family from the city or 
the separation of the wage-earner from the family by driving him out 
of town to seek employment. 

The only attempt which has been made by the city of Edmonton 
heretofore to bring the workingman into touch with the-job has been 
through the relief officer. The insult to the mechanic, clerk or artizan 
of offering him work upon the basis of charity has apparently never 
occurred to the city hall. Nevertheless the insult is poignant and 
keenly felt and few will be found who, knowing their capacity to ren- 
der competent service, would sacrifice their self-respect to the extent 
of pettifoning for the employment offered to mendicaney. Much 
rather move to another field. 

As-a matter of good business, the job which would be made 
the basis for the establishment of a home should be used with that end 
in-view. The family adds patronage to the water, light street railway 
and telephone, brings custom to the merchant and business to the 
builder. And the family man is seldom found among those who par- 
ade with the unemployed, although the effects of being unemployed 
may be more tragic than for those who walk. 

A civic labor bureau, handled with an intelligent interest in the 
welfare of the city and its employees, could be made to lighten the 
load for many who, as the arrangement now stands, find themselves 
receiving no consideration on the account of being permanent resid- 
ents of the city.

WHERE THE NATIONAL. 


THE NATIONAL 
POLICY IS “NATIONAL.” 

Dr. Michael Clarke, the most impenitent free-trader in the Dom- 
inion house, put Finance Minister White in a laughable position the 
other day when, upon the debate swinging to the consideration of the 
iron and steel duties and White becoming mixed up with E, M. Mac- 
Donald of Pictou, Dr. Clarke asked that either of the gentlemen, 
seeing that they discussed the duties only from the point of view of the 
effect on their own districts, would tell him how such a policy could 
be called “national.” 

The trouble with the national policy is that it is not now and, in 
the very nature of things, cannot be “national.’’

[1 puts the steel 
which goes into a railroad rail on the free list and the steel which 
goes into a building onto the tariff list. It contains a thousand other 
travesties, all perpetrated with the same end in view; to take money 
from one Canadian and give it to another. The selection of who 
must give and who gets depends entirely upen locality and pull. The 
farmer having little enthusiasm for and less knowledge of the wiles 
of the lobby, is loaded with the burden, The railway knights, the 
merger manipulators and the manufacturers’ associations, regarding 
the lobby as an adjunct of their business, busy themselves to escape 
the burden and usually succeed in passing it on to the producers who 
do the work of the dominion and create the wealth. The only respect 
in which the national policy is “national” is that it is a crime to which 
the nation is accessory.

| TODAY WE CELEBRATE 


Anniversary of Historlo 
Old Flagship of Nelson. 

H. M. S. Victory 110, the historic 
English man-of-war which was Nel- 
son's flagship in the memorable battle 
of Trafalgar, is perhaps the oldest sea- 
worthy vessel in existence. It has been 
kept in a fine state of preservation at 
Portsmouth, and today, as every year 
on the anniversary of its launching, it 
will be dressed with flags. The Victory 
was launched at Chatham dockyard on 
May 7, 1765, and will be a century and 
a half old one year from today. Nelson 
served under Jervis on the Victory 
when that gallant ship lived up to its 
name in the battle off Cape St. Vincent 
{n 1797. On that occaston Sir John 
Jervis, in command of 15 sail, defeated 
the Spanish fleet of 27 ships of the 
line. For this victory Sir John was 
raised to the peerage as Earl St. Vin- 
cent, and Nelson, his able Neutenant in 
the conflict off the Portuguese coast, 
was knighted and made a rear-admir- 
al. It was from the deck of the Vic- 
tory that Nelson directed the formation 
of the English fleet’s battle line off Cape 
Trafalgar, Spain, in 1805, when he was 
oppusaca by the combined fleets of 
France and Spain. It was from the 
Victory that he sent his last signal, 
“England expects every man will do 
his duty.” It was to the deck of the 
Victory that he fell mortally wounded, 
and it was the Victory that carried the 
dead body of the hero to Portsmouth. 
The old ship is still seaworthy and in 
excellent condition, although it could 
hardly survive a single shot fired from 
the great guns of a super-dreadnought 
of today. England has preserved sev- 
eral other ancient men-o'-war which 
are now more tifan a century.old, In- 
cluding H. M, §. Implacable, which was 
built in France in 1801 and is now, 
fully rigged, serving as a training ship 
for boys at Falmouth, Another historic 
English ship ts the Caledonia, which 
was launched 110 years ago, Perhaps 
the oldest of American fighting ships 
are the frigate Constitution and the 
U. 8. S. Constellation, both bullt in 
1797, the former at Boston and the lat- 
ter at Baltimore. 

Another important anniversary in 
7th of May is the birthday of William 
Bainbridge, the “Father of Naval In- 
nautical history attributed to the 
struction in America," who was born 
at Princeton, N. J., 140 years ago today. 
Bainbridge began his career as a sailor 
oO na merchantman, became a mate at 
18, and in 1798 was appointed lieuten- 
ant commander in the infant navy of 
Uncle Sam, He seryed with great gal- 
lantry throughout the sceond war be- 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States, and after that conflict began 
a propaganda for the establishment of 
an instituion for the training and edu- 
cation of naval officers. He established 
a school at the old Boston navy yard. 
He died in 1833, and seven years later 
a govrenment Instituion based largely 
on his suggestions was opened in Phila- 
delphia, and in 1845 permanently locat- 
ed at Annapolis, Md. 

Another nautical anniversary of to- 
day goes back to 1792, when, on the 
seVenth of May, Captain Robert Gray 
entered the Columbia river in the Am- 
erican ship Columbia, and named. the 
great Northwestern stream after his 
vessel. It was Gray's discovery which 
formed the basis of the American title 
to what are now the states of Oregon 
and Washington. 

To many people the seventh of May 
is a date which recalls memories of a 
terrible ocean disaster, the wreck of the 
Hamburg mail steamer Schiller on the 
rocks off the Scilly isles 39 years ago 
today. The disaster cost the lives of 
381 people. Only 48 were saved, and 
of those only one was a woman. A 
dense fog was prevailing at the time, 
and the Schiller was cast on a reef and 
pounded to pleces. Twenty-five mem- 
bers of the crew escaped by swimming 
ashore, a distance of about a mile. 
Three days elapsed before the first 
authentic news of the disaster reached 
the world, One of the many Americans 
drowned was Joseph Schlits, founder 
of the Milwaukee Brewing company,

university. During his residence of 20 
years in Peterborough he took an active 
interest in municipal and educational 
jaffairs, and was elected mayor of the 
city. From 1878 to 1882 he was prest- 
dent of the Midland Railway of Canada, 
which in the latter year was absorbed 
iby the Grand Trunk system.

TODAY'S BIRTHDAY 
PARTY. 


Mason, Novelist and Playwright, 
Once Actor, Begins 50th Year. 

Alfred Edward Woodley Mason is 
the full name of the English novelist 
and playwright who is known to a 
wide circle of admirers in both Great 
Britain and America as A, BE, W. 
Mason, He was born at Everleigh, in 
Dulwich, May 7, 1865, and will thus 
begin his fiftieth year today, At Ox- 
ford he was a leader in amateur thea- 
tricals, and decided upon a_ stage 
career. For several years he toured 
the “provinces with minor companies, 
and eventually decided that his talents 
were not in that direction. He was 
thirty years old when he published his 
first novel, ‘A ‘Romance ‘of Wast- 
dale.” Very few people manifested any 
enthusiasm over this work, but in 1896 
Mr. Mason scored a Hig success with 
“The Courtship of Morrice Butler.” 
This novel like many of his subse- 
quent books, was dramatized. Among 
his works most’ widely read on this 
side of the Atlantic are “The Witness 
for the Defense," “Clementina,” “The 
Four Feathers,”' and “The Turnstile.” 
The latter book is based on his obser- 
Yations while a member of parliament, 
where he represented Coventry as a 
liberal from 1906 to 1910. Tie novelist 
has a Iondon home and a country 
villa on the Isle of Wight, both places 
being bachelor quurters, since the 
author himself has never been involyed 
in a romance which ended with wed- 
ding ‘bells, He has traveled widely, 
and his principal recreation is climbing 
up mountains and climbing down 
again,

“Mr. Taft,’ he said, “is a great man, 
has one of the greatest minds in the 
country, but he was such a searched 
after harmony that he became our 
greatest creator of party discord. 
Why,” added Uncle Joe, “if Taft had 
been chosen Pope of Rome he would 
have fired the college of cardinals and 
appointed Protestants, Greek church 
men and Turks in their place.” 


Since King George came to the 
throne it has frequently been said that 
the authority of British monarchy was 
vested in a trinity, consisting of the 
King, the Queen and Lord Rosebery. 
Recent events have tended to prove 
that, within his constitutional HMmits, 
George V. is quite able in a time of 
crisis to do his own kinging, but it Is 
certain that Lord Rosebery’s views 
have always been given due welght 
by the king. The Earl of Rosebery, 
who fs also Viscount and Baron Rose- 
bery, Baron Primrose and Dalmeney, 
and Viscount of Inverkeithing, bears 
the family name of Primrose. The 
first of his titled ancestors won a 
baronetcy by remaining faithful to the 
cause of Charles I., for which he was 
knighted in 1651.

child. While secretary for foreign af- 
fairs in 1898 Lord Rosebery took a 
leading part in the memorable debate 
in the upper house on the second 
home rule bill, and one of the most 
eloquent speeches of his career was 
delivered in defense of that measure.

COLONEL ROOSEVELT 
TELLS REGARDING HIS 
EXPLORING JOURNEY 


Para, Brazil, May 7.—Colonel Roose- 
velt, in an interview with the Asso- 
clated Press, gave many interesting do- 
tails of his exploring trip 
Brazil. He said: 

“Tha expedition has proved a signal 
sucoess, It was undertaken originally 
for the American museum of neutral 
history, 

“During our trip, George Cherry and 
L. C, Hiller, the naturalists, collected 
over 2,100 birds and mamals and a few 
reptiles, batrachians and fish chiefly 
from regions not hitherto traversed by 
any collector, and many hitherto un- 
known to science. 

“The most important part of our trip 
was geographical. In the exploration 
of an unknown river we have put on 
the map a river nearly 1,000 miles long, 
the existence of which is not hinted ut 
on published maps. The upper part of 
its Course was utterly unknown to any- 
one except the wild Indians along its 
banks, while the lower part was known 
to & few rubber men only, 

“We were during six weeks at steady 
labor slogging our way on an averag? 
making not more than a couple of miics 
aday. The last part of this time we 
were living on half rations. 

“Two sets of rapids were at the bot- 
tom of canons, where the river cloye its 
ways through mountain chains, Of the 
seven canoes with which we started, 
five were lost in the rapids. One of 
our men was drowned and two others, 
including Kermit, narrowly escaped 
death by drowning. : 

“Under the strain one man went mad, 
He finally murdered one of his com- 
rades and fled itno the wilderness. 

“We saw no Indlans but twice heard 
them, While Colonel Rondon, the chief 
of the Brazilian mission, was out alone 
hunting, his dog was killed by an 
arrow. The dogs death probably saved 
Colonel Rondon’s life.”

Pacific Railroads 


The first through transcontinental 
railroad, the Union Pacific, was com- 
pleted forty-five years ago today, May 
7, 1869, affording rail connection be- 
tween the East and the rapidly grow- 
ing communities of the Pacifio slope. 
The Union Pacific was the only trans- 
continental line until 1883, when three 
rival lines entered tnto competition for 
tho traffic and opened up much new 
country, In that year the Southern 
Pacific linked up its line from New 
Orleans to California, the Northern 
Pacific was completed from Minnesota 
to Washington and Puget Sound, and 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, with 
{ts connections, formed a fourth roal 
of steel across the continent. In the 
meantime, the first attenipt to build 
a Canadian transcontinental line, int- 
tiated in 1878, had ended in scandal 
and failure but the project was revived 
and in 188§ the Canadian Pacific sys- 
tem was completed and {naugurated a 
through service from Montreal to Van- 
couver. Subsequent transcontinental 
lines include the Canadian Northern, 
the Crand Trunk Pacific, the Chicago 
Milwaukee & Puget Sound, the Mis- 
souri Pacific-Rio Grande-Western Pa- 
cific system, and the Great Northern.

On her first arrival in the west the 
housewife from the old country is 
forcibly struck by what seems to her 
to be the excessive prices demandc& 
for the most ordinary necessities of 
daily consumption. ‘25 cents for a 
cabbage! 10 and 15 cents for let- 
tuce! 380 cents for a pound of toma- 
toes!" she exclaims tragically; and so 
she does without many of these neces- 
sitles, which have suddenly assumed 
the prices, !f not the appearance, of 
luxuries. At least, she does without 
for a time, until her mind adjusts It- 
self to western prices and conditions. 

Of course, {it does not require a par- 
ticularly logical mind to understand 
that the low prices prevailing In Eng- 
lish, German and French communities 
cannot be expected in a new country, 
especially in parts hundreds of miles 
removed from the seaports, to which 
come all the products of the world;

N CERTAIN CASES 


Privy Council Declines Exer- 
cise Prerogative in Land 
Contract Purchase, 


APPEALS GRANTED 
OTHERS, HOWEVER 


Lord Haldane States Body Was 
Lax in Practice at 
One Time. 


Yondon May 7.-——The lord chancellor 
made an interesting pronouncement 
before the privy council today regard- 
{ing Canadian appeals, The court was 
asked by Ogden Lawrence to grant 
leave to appeal in Carry versus Roots, 
a Quebec case, in which the only 
point was the construction of a con- 
tract of land purchase. The lord 
chancellor, in refusing such leave, said 
that Canada had created her own su- 
preme court as a final court of appeals. 
The prerogitive of appeals being heard 
by the privy council was not, however, 
taken away, but the council did not 
remain an ordinary court of appeal, It 
was certaln that the statute did not 
intend that there should be any going 
beyond the Canadian supreme court in 
& case such as was involved_ in the 
present application, The prerogative 
of the council ought not, therefore, to 
be exercised. His lordship added that 
there was once a period when in this 
respect the practice of the privy coun~- 
cil was more lax than it should have 
been. 

An application was made by R. C, 
Smith, K.C., on behalf of the Montreal 
Vramways company for leave to ap- 
peal against a decision of the king's 
bench of Quebec, which had upheld an 
order of the provincial legislature con- 
stituting a Quebec ulllities commission 
and granting, later, the power to surm- 
mon witnesses, demand documents, 
“ete. The tramways company main- 
tained that such powers could only be 
granted by the dominion government. 
In granting leave to appeal Lord Hal- 
dane said that the attorney-general of 
the dominion would be allowed, if he 
chose, to Intervene in this appeal. 

The Privy councll granted leave to 
appeal in the case of St. Charles versus 
Surgeon, concerning the sale and 
transfer of a license to restaurant pre- 
mises in Montreal,
